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PLAN  OF  ACTION 

The  specific  land  acquisition,  area  and  facility  development,  recreation 
program  expansion,  administration  procedures,  and  funding  program  are 
discussed  in  the  succeeding  chapters  of  this  report. 

The  following  summary  presents  a  suggested  priority  schedule,  in 
three  stages  —  IMMEDIATE  (1969  and  1970) ,  INTERMEDIATE  (1971  and 
1972),  and  LONG  RANGE  (1973  through  1975  and  beyond).   Items  within 
these  three  categories  may  well  be  adjusted,  and  circumstances  may 
lead  to  marked  changes  in  the  schedule.   For  this  reason,  the 
suggested  priority  schedule  should  be  viewed  as  a  flexible  one, 
subject  to  change  based  on  an  annual  review  by  the  Board  of  Park. 
Commissioners  and  its  professional  staff. 


IMMEDIATE  (1969  and  1970) 

1.  Build  an  outdoor  swimming  pool  adjacent  to  the  Lewis town 
Community  High  School. 

2.  Establish  most  needed  recreation  programs  in  public  school 
facilities. 

3.  Have  a  site  plan  of  Arnett  Block  Park  developed  to  include  a 
baseball  field  and  children's  playground. 

^4.   Have  a  site  plan  of  Ross  Mansion  Park  developed  to  include  a 

junior  high  athletic  field  and  children's  playground  equipment. 

5.   Employ  part-time  recreation  leaders,  maintenance,  and  facility 
management  personnel. 

INTERMEDIATE  (1971  and  1972) 

1.   Encourage  local,  county  and  state  officials  to  develop  suggested 
reservoir  sites  in  Fulton  County

^  Encourage  the  State  of  Illinois  to  develop  Dickson  Mounds 
/     State  Park  and  other  Indian  Mounds. 


3.   Develop  year-around  recreation  programs  to  serve  all  of  the 

community. 

LONG  RANGE  (1973  through  1975  and  beyond) 

(l.   Encourage  and  support  the  development  of  parK  and  recreation 
programs  and  facilities  through  the  county.

PREFACE 

Colonel  Ossian  Ross  arrived  in  the  Fulton  County  area  in  1821. 
Naming  the  town  in  honor  of  his  son,  he  founded  Lewistown.   His 
original  home  site  is  now  a  local  park  and  playground.   Lewistown 
became  the  county  seat  when  Colonel  Ross  organized  Fulton  County 
in  1823.   Lewistown  Township  has  since  grown  to  a  population  of 
approximately  3100,  making  it  the  third  most  populated  area  in  the 
county. 

The  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  was  organized  by  p'ublic 
referendum  in  October,  1967.   The  Lewistown  Township  Park  District 
is  a  new  dynamic  factor  in  Fulton  County.   The  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  has  realistically  and  carefully  begun  its  development 
program.   Subsequently,  the  Board  contracted  with  the  University  of 
Illinois,  Office  of  Recreation  and  Park  Resources  to  develop  a 
Comprehensive  Plan  and  conduct  a  Leisure  Attitude  aind  Interest 
Survey. 
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CHAPTER  I 


RECREATION  AND  PARK  PLANNING 


INTRODUCTION  TO  PLANNING 

Purpose  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan 

This  plan  was  undertaken  to  determine  how  to  best  meet  the  recreation  needs 
of  Lewistown  Township  residents.   Also,  this  plan  was  undertaken  to 
project  and  make  provisions  for  park  and  recreation  resources  in  the 
Lewistown  Township  Park  District  service  area  in  the  next  five  years. 

Man  has  not  been  able  to  explain  all  the  reasons  why  he  behaves  in  a 
particular  manner.   He  has,  however,  found  that  some  sense  of 
orderliness  and  routine  has  been  helpful  in  satisfying  most  of  his 
basic  needs  and  desires.   This  sense  of  orderliness  and  routine 
has  allowed  him  to  satisfy  these  desires  with  the  least  amount  of 
effort.   Order  and  routine  are  greatly  aided  by  prior  planning. 
Planning  may  be  defined  as  a  system  of  hindsight  (evaluating  from 
experience  what  has  happened  in  the  past) ,  awareness  (evaluating 
by  observing  what  one  is  experiencing  at  present) ,  and  foresight 
(describing  desires  for  the  future) . 

The  purpose  of  planning  is  the  allocation  of  scarce  resources.   If 
all  the  land,  water,  and  forest  needed  for  continuing  enjoyment  of 
leisure  were  available,  there  would  be  no  need  to  plan.   However, 
park  land,  water-based  recreation  areas,  and  forests  are  in  short 
supply.   If  these  physical  resources  are  to  be  available  at  a 
reasonable  cost,  allocation  of  the  necessary  financial  resources 
must  begin  now. 
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This  plan  inventories,  analyzes,  and  evaluates  existing  and  potential 
park  and  recreation  resources  in  the  Lewistown  Township  Park  District, 
both  public  and  private.    It  also  describes  district-wide  park  and 
recreation  needs  cind  prescribes  a  progrcim  to  accommodate  these  needs 
in  the  coming  years,  1969  through  1975.   The  plan  recommends  a  course 
of  action  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Park  District  to  provide  citizens 
of  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  the  best  possible  park  and 
recreation  facilities. 

Elements  of  the  Plan 

This  pleui  consists  of  four  basic  elements.   Each  element  is  a  necessary 
part  of  the  total  plan.   The  exclusion  of  one  element  would  render  the 
method  unable  to  compile  the  final  recommendations  for  action.   The  four 
major  elements  are: 

1.  Area  and  Facility  Analysis:   An  estimation  of  the  present  and 
future  park  and  recreation  participation  capacity  of  buildings, 
land,  and  other  physical  resources. 

2.  Recreation  Program  Analysis:   An  estimation  of  the  present  and 
future  recreation  program  demands  and  participation  of  all 
recreation  users.   A  comparison  of  the  recreation-carrying 
capacity  of  resources  and  the  recreation  users'  demand  for  such 
resources. 

3.  A  comparison  of  the  existing  park  and  recreation  resources 
with  the  costs  and  methods  of  providing  these  desired  recreation 
opportunities . 

4.  A  plan  of  action  to  accomplish  the  park  and  recreation  goals 
in  this  plan. 

The  four  basic  elements  of  this  plan  were  compiled  as  follows: 

1.   Area  and  Facility  Analysis:   A  detailed  inventory  of  buildings, 
land,  and  other  physical  resources  presently  or  potentially 
available  for  parks  and  recreation  uses  was  conducted. 
Participation  capacity  of  the  local  resources  was  estimated. 
Citizen  attitudes  toward  present  areas  and  facilities  was 
taken  from  the  Leisure,  Attitude,  Interest  and  Behavior  Survey. 
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2.  Recreation  Program  Analysis:   The  estimation  of  the  present 
recreation  program  demand  was  taken  from  the  Leisure  Attitude, 
Interest  and  Behavior  Survey.   The  residents  listed  their 
recreation  behavior  patterns  in  the  survey.   A  probability 
forecast  for  future  recreation  program  demand  has  been 
estimated.   An  analysis  of  total  community  recreation  progreim 
services  was  conducted. 

3.  Financial  Analysis:   A  cost  feasibility  analysis  was  conducted 
on  the  various  recommendations  to  determine  desirability  and 
priority  of  projects.   The  cost  of  providing  park  and 
recreation  services  includes  a  combination  of  physical 
acquisition,  construction,  programming,  salaries  and  supplies. 

4.  Plan  of  Action:   The  future  needs  of  Lewistown  Township  to 
satisfy  the  park  and  recreation  facility  and  progreim  demand 
are  estimated.   Specific  recommendations  for  land,  physical 
resources  and  programs  have  been  advanced. 

Plan  Objectives 

Maintain  a  park  and  recreation  system  to  fulfill  the  expanding  needs 
and  expressed  desires  of  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  citizens. 

Guiding  Objectives  for  Public  Park  and  Recreation  Services 

In  order  to  provide  a  frame  of  reference  to  guide  the  formulation  of 
recommendations  for  sound  community  park  and  recreation  development, 
guiding  objectives  are  set  forth.   These  objectives,  as  listed  below, 
reflect  the  previous  experiences  of  communities  in  the  planning  and 
provision  of  park  and  recreation  services.   They  are  commonly  accepted 
as  authoritative  guidelines  for  action. 
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1.  Recreation  opportunities  should  be  available  to  all  the 
people  of  the  community,  regardless  of  age,  sex,  creed, 
race  or  economic  status. 

2.  Planning  for  recreation  and  park  services  should  be 
undertaken  with  representative  citizens'  opinions  to  assure 
that  plans  reflect  broad  community  thinking. 

3.  In  developing  park  and  recreation  plans,  consideration 
should  be  given  to  widely  accepted  principles,  standards 
and  planning  processes. 

4.  Recreation  and  park  facilities  and  services  should  be  planned 
on  a  neighborhood,  community,  and  district-wide  basis  as  related 
parts  of  a  unified,  well-balanced  system,  to  provide  maximum 
opportunities  for  all  the  people  in  the  area  of  jurisdiction. 

5.  A  park  and  playground  should  be  provided  in  each  neighborhood, 
preferably  adjacent  to  the  elementary  school. 

6.  Each  recreation  area  and  facility  should  be  located  conveniently 
within  the  area  it  is  to  serve,  and  should  have  access  for  all 
the  residents  of  that  area. 

7.  Park  and  recreation  lands  should  be  acquired  even  if  the 
limited  financial  resources  of  the  public  park  and  recreation 
agency  oblige  it  to  delay  complete  development. 

8.  The  park  and  recreation  plan  must  consider  the  requirements 

for  management,  recreation  programs,  leadership,  and  maintenance, 
and  the  costs  of  these  requirements. 

9.  Beauty  and  functional  efficiency  should  complement  each  other 
in  parks  and  recreation  facilities,  and  should  be  considered 
equally  important  goals  of  planning. 

10.   Maximum  effort  should  be  directed  toward  the  development  of 

public  understeinding  of  plans  for  recreation  and  park  services. 


PLANNING  PROCESS 

Application  of  Standards 

A  planning  method,  called  the  User-Resource  Planning  Method,   has  been 
advanced  and  incorporated  into  this  study.   Appropriate  standards 
meeting  the  specific  Lewistown  needs  have  been  incorporated  in  this 
comprehensive  plan.   A  chart  in  Appendix  B  lists  many  recognized 
agencies  and  the  standards  they  use  in  park  and  recreation  planning. 
Appendix  B  also  contains  a  discussion  of  specific  standards  that  have 
been  used  in  this  comprehensive  plan. 

LEISURE  ATTITUDE,  INTEREST,  AND  BEHAVIOR  SURVEY  RELATED  FINDINGS 

Many  recommendations  of  this  comprehensive  plan  have  resulted  from 
data  obtained  from  a  questionnaire  survey  of  Lewistown  Township  Park 
District  residents.   A  brief  description  of  the  study  and  the  data 
obtained  are  presented  here.   The  complete  survey  data  tables  are 
available  from  the  Lewistown  Township  Park  District.

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The  basic  purposes  of  the  Leisure  Attitude,  Interest,  and  Behavior 
Survey  were : 

1.  To  collect  data  which  the  district  might  use  to  gain  a 
better  understanding  of  the  citizenry,  both  adult  and 
youth. 

2.  To  investigate  how  people  make  use  of  their  time  with 
emphasis  upon  the  use  of  leisure  or  disposable  time. 

3.  To  look  at  the  patterns  of  leisure  behavior  in  terms  of 
facilities  used  and  activities  engaged  in. 

4.  To  ascertain  the  general  consensus  of  opinion  and 
attitudes  toward  various  operations,  methods,  financial 
practices,  and  needs  for  both  facilities  and  programs. 

While  no  hard  and  fast  predictions  for  the  future  can  be  made  on 
this  data  alone,  it  will  be  a  major  factor  in  indicating  direction, 
need,  and  priority. 

In  accordance  with  the  four-fold  purpose  of  the  study,  four  distinct 
types  of  information  were  sought.   These  were  as  follows: 

Demographic.   From  tlie  Greek  demo  meaning  "of  the  people"  and 
graphic  meaning  "to  describe"  comes  this  term  to  denote  information 
describing  the  community  characteristics.   Information  in  this 
classification  included  age,  sex,  marital  status,  education,  income, 
geographical  location,  occupation,  place  of  work,  family  size  and 
for  youth,  grade  placement,  allowance  and  earnings,  etc.   Both  adults 
and  youth  were  asked  about  the  ownership  of  certain  items  which  give 
insight  into  what  the  people  are  like. 

Time  Use.   To  arrive  at  some  idea  of  disposable  time  it  is 
necessary  to  determine  present  time  use  in  all  categories.   Questions 
in  this  classification  include  working  hours,  school  hours  for  youth, 
attendance  at  required  meetings,  volunteer  work  or  meetings,  free 
periods  during  the  week ,  vacation  time ,  vacation  period  and  whether 
the  vacation  was  spent  in  Lewistown. 
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Leisure  Behavior.   Leisure  behavior  is  difficult  to  assess 
but  for  purposes  of  planning  there  was  concern  with  what  activities 
people  participate  in  and  approximately  how  often  they  participate. 
It  might  also  be  useful  to  know  if  these  activities  are  most  often 
engaged  in  at  home  or  at  some  facility.   A  fourth  measurement  was 
the  extent  to  which  such  activities  were  done  along  with  the  fcimily, 
friends,  or  some  organized  group.   Determination  of  the  facilities 
most  used,  both  inside  and  outside  Lewistown,  was  also  a  fine 
indicator  of  leisure  behavior. 

Attitudes  and  Opinions.   Extremely  long  questionnaire  or  interview 
schedules  could  be  developed  to  appraise  attitudes  and  opinions.   It 
was  necessary  therefore  to  carefully  define  what  information  was  most 
useful  and  direct  the  questioning  along  those  lines.   In  general, 
there  was  concern  with  people's  attitudes  toward  the  involvement  of 
government  on  the  local  level  in  providing  facilities  and  programs  for 
a  broad  recreation  service.   Consideration  was  also  given  to  finding 
out  what  types  of  facilities  and  programs  the  people  desired  and 
what  improvements  they  felt  were  needed.   Also  of  interest  were  the 
reasons  why  people  do  not  participate  in  activities  they  consider 
desirable.   The  final  concern  was  to  assess  general  attitudes  toward 
the  community,  the  Park  District,  and  opinions  concerning  existing 
programs  and  facilities.   In  the  youth  survey  several  very  specific 
opinions  concerning  the  planning  and  supervision  of  youth  progreims, 
programming  for  girls,  and  programming  at  the  existing  recreation 
center  facility  were  thought  to  be  worthy  of  inclusion. 
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QUESTIONNAIRE,  SAMPLE,  AND  DATA  ANALYSIS 

It  would  have  been  extremely  costly,  even  if  it  had  been  possible, 
to  question  every  resident  of  Lewistown  Township.   Fortunately,  it 
was  not  necessary  since  approximately  the  same  results  could  be 
obtained  through  the  use  of  a  sample.   A  sample  may  be  thought  of 
as  "...a  piece  of  reality  as  it  is  seen  through  the  eyes  of  many 
reports."   Survey  techniques  have  been  developed  to  a  point  where 
extremely  valid  results  may  be  obtained  through  the  use  of  a  relatively 
small  sample  of  a  total  population.   Such  a  sample  must  be  a  random 
sample.   Random  samples  are  those  in  which  every  single  individual  in 
the  total  population  being  studied  has  ein  equal  probability  of  being 
selected. 


Random  samples  generate  statistics  which  are  the  best  estimators  of 
population  parameters.   In  essence,  a  statistic  is  a  number 
summarizing  some  aspect  of  the  sample  which  is  used  to  estimate  the 
same  aspect  in  the  population  being  studied.   This  same  summarizing 
number  in  the  population  is  called  a  parameter.   For  example,  if 
(computed  from  the  data)  the  sample  has  an  average  adult  age  of  45.1, 
it  can  be  estimated  that  the  adult  population  of  Lewistown  Township 
as  a  whole  has  an  average  age  of  45.1  The  first  number,  known  to  be 
true,  is  a  statistic;  the  second  number  is  the  best  guess,  based  on 
the  sample,  of  the  true  situation  in  the  whole  city  and  this  number 
is  an  estimate  of  the  parameter.   When  the  sample  is  representative, 
one  may  generalize  and  estimate  all  paraimeters  which  are  true  of  the 
population.   Thus,  through  the  use  of  a  small  random  sample,  the 
true  situation  in  the  whole  village  can  be  estimated  and  decisions 
based,  with  a  high  degree  of  confidence,  upon  the  results  obtained. 
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For  Lewistown  Township  it  was  decided  to  select  two  samples,  one  of 
adults  and  one  of  youth.   The  adult  sample  was  obtained  by  randomly 
selecting  500  households  from  the  approximately  lUoO  in  Lewistown 
Township.  The  selection  was  made  from  the  power  hills  and  farm  owner/ 
operator  lists.  All  500  households  were  used  in  the  survey  proper  with 
each  questionnaire  being  delivered  either  to  the  man  or  the  lady  of 
the  house  on  a  random  basis.  The  youth  in  both  Lewistown  High  School 
and  Lewistown  Junior  High  were  also  surveyed.   In  the  high  school 
approximately  200  students,  grades  9-12,  were  selected  on  a  reindom  basis 
to  receive  the  questionnaire.  All  Lewistown  Township  High  School  students 
filled  out  the  questionnaire  during  a  special  session  at  the  end  of  a 
school  day.  Only  students  from  Lewistown  Township  were  given  the 
questionnaire.   In  the  Junior  High  approximately  100  students,  grade 
6-8,  were  surveyed  during  their  late  morning  class. 

Excellent  cooperation  in  the  gathering  of  data  was  provided  by  the 
administrators  of  both  Lewistown  High  School  and  Lewistown  Junior  High. 
The  Park  Board  gathered  a  corps  of  nearly  50  men  and  women  volunteers 
in  the  Township  to  distribute  the  questionnaires.  The  volunteers  were 
asked  to  follow-up  on  the  respondents  and  urge  them  to  complete  and  return 
the  questionnaire.  The  questionnaires  were  to  be  mailed  to  the 
University  of  Illinois.   Each  volunteer  delivered  at  least  10 
questionnaires  and  either  followed  up  by  telephone  or  personal  visit. 
Approximately  500  questionnaires  were  actually  delivered.  A  useable 
return  of  200  questionnaires  gives  a  ret\irn  rate  of  ^0^.   Since  a 
previously  determined  level  of  1T5  useable  retvu-ns  was  the  goal,  this 
represents  good  results.   Of  the  nearly  300  youth  questionnaires 
delivered  there  was  a  useable  return  of  9^%. 

For  purposes  of  rxiral-urban  comparisons  the  respondents  were  asked 
to  indicate  in  which  of  two  areas  they  resided.   Urban  residents 
returned  lUU  questionnaires  and  rural  residents  returned  66 
questionnaires.   Male  and  female  respondent  comparison  is  contained 
in  Table  1.

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DATA  ANALYSIS 


Some  understanding  of  the  procedures  used  in  handling  the  data  as 
well  as  a  basic  understanding  of  the  statistical  technique  is  necessary 
for  interpretation  of  the  results.   For  purposes  of  decision-making 
one  must  be  confident  that  the  real  meaning  of  the  data  is  clear. 

Data  Handling  Procedures 

As  each  questionnaire  was  received, it  was  edited  and  coded.   Editing 

is  a  procedure  of  reading  through  the  questionnaire  to  make  sure  it 

is  filled  out  properly  and  that  not  too  many  questions  are  left 

unanswered.   During  this  process  the  questionnaire  is  also  coded,* 

that  is,  numbers  are  assigned  to  all  responses  not  pre-coded.   For 

later  computer  analysis  all  data  must  be  numerical,  so  it  is  all  converted 

to  numbers  which  are  coded  to  the  actual  meanings  of  each  response. 

For  example,  on  question  number  2b,  "When  do  you  take  your  vacation?" 

the  responses  were  coded  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6.   These  numbers  mean: 

1  -   January-February 

2  =  March- April 

3  =  May- June 

4  -   July-August 

5  =  September-October 

6  =  November-December 

9  =  No  answer  to  the  question 
0  =  Do  not  take  vacation 

A  similar  process  is  applied  to  every  question  and  the  resulting 
numbers  punched  on  IBM  data  cards.   It  is  now  possible  for  the  computers 
to  work  mathematically  with  the  data.   The  speed  and  accuracy  of  these 
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machines  make  analysis  of  large  volumes  of  data  possible  within 
a  reasonable  time.   Such  tasks  as  might  involve  one  man  and  a  desk 
calculator  for  several  months  can  be  handled  in  minutes  by  the  computer, 

There  are  basically  two  typos  of  statistical  interpretation  involved 
in  any  analysis.   The  first,  is  called  descriptive  statistics  and 
involves  the  computation  of  "how  many,"  "what  size,"  "how  often," 
"who,"  etc.   It  concerns  itself  with  merely  describing  the  situation 
as  it  is  and  showing  simple  relationships.   Nevertheless,  most  survey 
analysis  studies  consist  primarily  of  this  type  of  interpretation 
and  it  is  extremely  useful. 

Considerable  latitude  and  room  for  differences  of  opinion  may  occur 
with  the  second  type  of  statistics  known  as  inferential  statistics. 
It  is  here  that  we  try  to  determine  such  questions  as  "why"  and  to 
predict  outcomes  at  a  later  date.   Fairly  complex  relationships 
are  computed  and  inferences  drawn  from  the  results.   The  function  of 
inferential  statistics  is  to  provide  a  rigorous,  logical  estimate  of 
the  probability  that  any  error  involved  is  small.   However,  if 
rigorous  and  logical  procedures  are  used,  considerable  confidence  can 
be  placed  in  estimates  based  on  a  sample.   Some  inferential  statistics 
will  appear  in  this  report  with  some  suggestions  for  further  data 
analysis  along  these  lines. 

Terminology 

In  order  that  the  material  in  this  study  may  be  communicated  to  many 
different  individuals  it  is  necessary  that  common  understanding  be 
reached  on  what  is  meant  by  the  terms  used.   The  following  definitions 
and  examples  should  prove  very  helpful  though  limited  use  will  be  made 
Of  technical  terms  -  only  when  necessary  to  clarify  a  point. 
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Questionnaire  -  The  instrument  used  to  gather  the  data;  in  this 
case,  a  self-administered,  mail-back  type. 

Respondent  -  The  person  filling  out  the  questionnaire,  one  unit 
of  the  sample. 

Sample  -  The  aggregate  of  respondents,  the  total  number  of  people 
completing  the  questionnaire. 

Observation  -  The  data  from  one  respondent,  contained  on  four  or 
five  IBM  cards;  the  answers  on  all  questions  from  one  respondent. 

Variable  -  The  data  from  one  question;  the  answers  to  one  question 
from  all  respondents. 

Base  -  The  number  of  respondents  answering  any  one  question;  the 
number  of  observations  for  one  variable. 

Frequency  -  The  number  of  respondents  giving  the  same  value 
to  one  variable.    For  a  question  having  only  two  values,  for 
example  "Yes"  and  "No"  with  yes  coded  as  a  "l"  and  no  coded  as 
a  "2,"  the  frequency  of  those  answering  "Yes"  would  be  the  total 
number  of  "I's."   Out  of  200  observations  the  frequency  for  "l" 
is  150  and  for  "2"  is  50;  thus  we  say  150  people  answered  "Yes" 
and  50  answered  "No"  on  that  one  question. 

Percentage  -  The  frequency  divided  by  the  base  and  converted 
to  a  new  base  equal  to  100,   Percentages  axe  so  common  as  to  need 
no  further  definition  and  are  more  useful  for  comparisons  than 
the  actual  number  of  those  answering. 
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In  addition  to  the  preceding  very  common  terms  we  must  define  certain 
statistics  which  will  be  used  frequently. 

Mean  -  A  measure  of  central  tendency  describing  how  answers 
balance  each  other  is  commonly  called  the  average.   Useful 
when  the  data  is  fairly  normal  in  distribution  with  no  high 
answers  or  low  answers  (outliers)  which  are  not  typical. 
Computed  by  adding  all  values  for  a  variable  and  dividing 
by  the  base. 

Median  -  Another  measure  of  central  tendency  which  is  defined 
as  the  value  above  which  507o  of  the  answers  lie  and  of  course 
below  which  50%  of  the  answers  lie  or  the  exact  midpoint. 

Mode  -  A  final  measure  of  central  tendency  defined  as  the  answer 
most  frequently  given  or  the  most  typical  answer. 

Each  measure  of  central  tendency  is  useful  for  describing  how 
answers  are  grouped.   Some  are  more  applicable  in  certain  situations 
than  others.   See  the  example  in  Table  2.

The  mode  in  this  distribution  shows  that  the  largest  percentage 
completed  the  12th  grade  {h9.'jk%).      It  is  the  most  typical  score. 
The  median  shows  that  exactly  half  (50^)  have  education  "beyond 
high  school  and  50^  from  6th  grade  through  12th  grade.  The  mean 
is  influenced  by  the  high  {k.^%)   percentage  having  postgraduate 
college  work  and  is  slightly  higher  showing  the  average  education 
to  be  somewhere  in  the  freshman  year  of  college. 
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In  addition  to  the  three  measures  of  central  tendency  we  are  also 
concerned  with  how  the  scores  spread-out.   Two  fairly  common  measures 
of  this  variability  are  the  range  and  the  standard  deviation. 

Range  -  The  difference  between  the  highest  value  and  lowest 
value.   In  Table  2   the  range  is  shown  to  be  14  years,  or 
from  6th  grade  through  19th  grade  (3  years  postgraduate) . 

Standard  Deviation  -  A  very  stable  measure  computed  so  that 
687o  of  all  values  fall  within  one  standard  deviation  on  either 
side  of  the  mean.   Also  96%  of  all  values  fall  within  two  standard 
deviations  on  either  side  of  the  mean. 

Other  terms  used  occasionally  are: 

Correlation  -  A  statistic  indicating  the  amount  of  relationship 
between  two  variables.  We  might  say  for  example  that  sex  and 
golf  are  highly  correlated   in  that  considerably  more  men  play 
golf  than  do  women. 

Cross- tabulation  -  A  cross-tabulation  is  a  two-way  frequency 
table  showing  relationships  between  two  variables. 

Analysis  in  this  study  will  report  primarily  the  following: 

1,  Percentages  of  respondents  answering  questions  based  on 
the  number  answering  and  occasionally  on  the  total  sample 
for  comparison  purposes. 

2,  The  measures  of  central  tendency  to  indicate  how  people 
group  their  answers  to  certain  questions. 

3,  Simple  relationships  between  various  questions  with  the  use 
of  the  correlation  coefficient  when  applicable  and  cross- 
tabulations  for  other  data. 
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THE  COMMUNITY 

As  indicated  in  the  preface,  one  purpose  of  the  gathering  of  data 
vas  to  better  describe  the  citizenry  of  Lewistovn  Township.  A 
thorough  understanding  of  the  public  being  served  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  decision  process. 

The  mediaji  age  of  the  adult  sample  vas  h^.l   years.  Nearly  one-half 
of  the  sample  {k6.2%)   were  in  the  age  range  from  h^   years  to  83 
years.  This  is  indicative  of  a  relatively  older  population  in 
comparison  to  most  urbeua   commimities  which  have  median  age  indices 
under  1+0  years.

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The  median  educational  level  of  the  adult  sample  vas  12.5  years, 
or  stated  more  simply  30%   of  the  population  has  a  high  school 
education  or  better.  The  reverse  is  also  true  that  50!^  have  no  more 
than  a  high  school  education  but  a  close  look  reveals  that  exactly 
^9.1%   have  completed  the  12th  grade  or  13%   (very  low)  have  not 
completed  the  12th  grade.  Thus  a  better  statement  would  be  that  13% 
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have  completed  high  school  and  11.5^  have  completed  college.   In 
addition  6.15S  have  completed  work  beyond  the  four-year  degree.

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The  median  family  income  of  the  sample  was  $9jT3^.T6. 


Lewistown  is  characterized  by  the  2-parerjt  family  with  Q3.7% 
indicating  they  were  married  and  only  7.07  indicating  the  categories 
of  single,  divorced,  separated  or  widowed.  Fourteen  people  or  1.1% 
did  not  answer.   52.2^  of  those  answering  indicated  they  had  children. 
The  calculation  of  children  per  family  and  the  preponderant  evidence 
of  two-parent  families  gives  a  family  size  of  3.03.  The  modal  age 
(most  typical)  is  6-11  years  for  children.

Using  the  U.  S.  Census  classifications  for  occupation,  three  major 
groups  emerge  in  Lewistown  for  the  chief  wage  earners.  Nearly 
28.3^  fall  into  the  categories  of  professional,  technical;  sales 
worker;  or  craftsmen  and  foremen.   The  fourth  largest  category  is  that 
of  farmers,  farm  managers  with  13.1%.     A  majority  of  all  respondents, 
Wj .2%   work  outside  of  Lewistown.

The  data  reveal  that  home  and  auto  ownership  are  very  high  with  78.6^ 
owning  their  home  and  89.8^  owning  an  automobile.  Equally  high  was  TV 
ownership  with  a  percentage  of  89.3.   See  Figure  8. 

The  youth  sample  taken  from  6th  through  12th  grades  reflects  this 
selectivity  in  that  the  mean  age  is  13.8  and  mean  grade  level  is  9th 
grade.  Again  the  law  of  probability  evened  out  the  responses  according 
to  sex  with  1+3.2^  of  the  sample  being  male  and  U5.7JS  female. 

Items  owned  by  youth  or  itans  of  which  the  youth  have  exclusive  use 
show  record  players  as  top  with  bicycles  a  close  second.  About 
32%   own  autos,  which  is  fairly  high  considering  that  only  35.^^  of  the 
sample  have  attained  legal  driving  age.

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The  average  allowance  per  week  for  youth  vas  $3.90,  although  a  large 
percentage  (29.7^)  reported  no  allowance.  Earnings,  with  approximately 
the  same  (28,0^)  reporting  none,  average  out  somewhat  lower  at  $2.90 
per  week.

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Time-Use 

For  an  agency  such  as  the  Park  District,  whose  function  is  the  provision 
of  opportunities  of  both  facilities  and  programs  for  the  use  of  leisure, 
there  is  an  interest  in  the  time-use  patterns  of  the  public  and  most 
particularly  the  available  leisure. 

Lewistown  Township  adults,  primarily  in  the  upper  blue-collar  and  white- 
collar  working  classifications,  are  not  limited  to  the  l+0-ho\ir  week. 
The  average  working  week  is  Ut.3  hours  and  fully  53.1!?  of  the 
population  works  more  than  UO  hours  per  week.  An  extremely  high 
percentage  (19.6)  work  in  excess  of  65  hours  per  week.

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Times  available  for  recreational  use  as  expected  showed  a  high 
percentage  for  the  time  slot  "7-8  p.m.  and  after  8  p.m."  Selecting 
these  times  were  57.8^  of  the  adult  respondents.   Cross- 
tabulation  with  sex  reveals  that  time  slots  during  the  day  were  chosen 
by  female  respondents  and  that  available  time  for  males  during  the  week 
was  primarily  after  7  p.m.  Weekends  and  vacation  periods  would  be  the 
only  other  substantial  blocks  of  time  available  for  the  vast  majority 
of  adults.

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Vacation  time  ranged  from  none  to  more  than  2  months  in  length  with 
31 '0%   indicating  a  two-week  period  and  another  10.1^  saying  that  they 
had  three  weeks.   A  fairly  substantial  segment  indicated  more  than  3 
weeks  -  13.7^.   Only  1.5%   have  no  vacation  period.   Fifty-four  per  cent 
take  their  vacation  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  Of  real 
interest  is  the  fact  63.2^  spend  from  one-fourth  to  all  of  their 
vacation  period  in  Lewistown  leaving  30. 9/^  who  spend  their  vacation 
outside  Lewistown.

The  time-use  patterns  of  youth  revolved  around  school  and  study  hours. 
The  average  time  per  day  spent  in  school  and  studying  was  found  to  be 
8.82  hours.   Approximately  21.3  hours  per  week  on  the  average  were  spent 
working.  Attending  meetings  consumed  6.U  hours  per  week  but 
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television  watching  totaled  U.OT  hours  per  day  or  16,^9  hours  per 
week  (See  Figure  lO) .  In  traveling  to  school  57.8^  either  walk  or  ride 
the  "bus  hut  63^  of  these  indicated  that  this  did  not  restrict  their 
after-school  activities. 

Population  Trends 

Lewistown  Township  population  has  actually  decreased  since  1900.  The 
township  rural  population  has  decreased  slightly  since  1930.  No  large 
increase  in  population  is  expected  in  the  near  future.  A  population 
remge  from  3000  to  1+000  can  he  expected  in  the  next  10  years.   The  assessed 
valuation  should  remain  the  same  unless  Lewistown  provides  services  to  attract 
new  residents.

CHAPTER  II ' 
AREA  AND  FACILITY  ANALYSIS 

NEIGHBORHOOD  ANALYSIS 

Planning  is  an  important  first  step  toward  insuring  a  community's 
orderly  growth  pattern.   By  planning  ahead  of  the  anticipated  growth, 
the  entire  community  benefits  in  that  growth  ceui  be  patterned  so  that 
each  segment  or  neighborhood  of  the  community  is  developed  to  provide 
easy  access  to  the  facilities  and  services  necessary  for  quality 
living.  To  help  develop  such  a  plsunned  growth  pattern,  Lewistown 
Township  is  analyzed  in  this  report  at  the  neighborhood  level.  The 
neighborhood  park  concept  is  explained  in  Appendix  B. 

This  chapter  contains  a  neighborhood  analysis,  followed  by  a  community 
analysis  of  special  facilities.  Maps  of  the  township  eind  city  are  used 
to  illustrate  present  and  potential  area  and  facility  locations .  Four 
neighborhoods  within  the  city  of  Lewistown  are  definable  for  park,  and 
recreation  planning.   The  rural  area  outside  the  city  of  Lewistown 
is  not  divided  into  neighborhoods.   Individuals  in  rural  areas  of 
Lewistown  Township  are  planned  for  on  a  visit  or  school-use  basis.

This  neighborhood  comprises  the  central  part  of  Lewistown.   All 
presently  owned  park  district  property  is  located  in  this  neighborhood. 
No  new  park  land  purchase  is  recommended  for  this  neighborhood.   Ross 
Mansion  Park  and  Arnett  Block  Park  should  be  improved.   The  Park  District 
Board  should  retain  a  professional  park  planner  to  develop  a  site  plan 
and  list  of  materials  needed  for  the  parks.  The  T-oard  could  then  seek 
volunteer  labor  to  develop  the  parks  or  hire  the  required  labor. 
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Arnett  Block  Park  should  contain  a  baseball  field  and  children's  playground. 
Ross  Matnsion  Park  should  be  developed  as  an  elementary  and  Junior  high 
school  athletic  field  and  small  children's  playground.- 

McNally  School  property  should  be  cooperatively  developed.  The  Park 
District  could  build  baseball  fields  and  outdoor  basketball  courts 
on  the  school  property. 

The  Park  District  should  accept  the  transfer  from  the  City  of 
Lewistown  of  the  small  park  across  from  the  Court  House.   This 
park  should  be  landscaped.  An  historical  marker  showing  the 
history  and  importance  of  the  city  would  greatly  add  to  the  esthetics 
of  the  central  city  area.

Most  of  the  new  home  construction  in  Lewistown  is  being  done  in  this 
neighborhood.  A  neighborhood  playground  is  needed  in  this  area. 
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A  playground  could  be  provided  on  the  Fulton  County  Fairground.   This 
playground  would  also  add  to  the  facilities  offered  during  the  fair 
season. 

Although  the  Lewistown  Park  District  Board  of  Commissioners  has  no 

control  over  the  use  of  the  County  fairgrounds,  these  grounds  could 

be  developed  into  more  recreation  facilities  if  funds  were  available.  Similar 

agreements  between  fairground  boards  and  park  districts  have  been 

developed  previously.   Fairground  property  has  been  developed  for 

picnics,  large  athletic  fields,  trap  and  skeet  ranges,  and  similar 

facilities. 

PARK-SCHOOL  FACILITY  INVENTORY 

A  school  facility  inventory  was  conducted.   Lewistown  Community  High 
School  has  2k     classrooms,  a  20G-seat  cafeteria,  a  li^5'  X  llij' 
gymnasium,  and  a  5l8-seat  capacity  auditorium.   The  gymnasium  contains 
space  for  two  basketball  courts,  two  badminton  courts,  an  indoor 
track,  two  volleyball  courts,  and  one  handball  court.   The  high 
school  site  is  25-3/^  acres.   Lighted   football,  baseball,  eind  track 
fields  are  located  on  the  high  school  site. 

Central  Junior  High  School  has  no  outdoor  recreation  apparatus  or 
designated  play  space.   McNally  School  has  a  play  area  in  back  of 
the  school  that  consists  of  two  baseball  backstops  and  three  items  of 
playground  equipment . 
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Special  Facilities 

In  what  activities  do  the  citizens  of  Lewistown  participate,  what 
facilities  do  they  use,  and  where  £ind  with  whom  do  they  participate? 
Answers  to  these  questions  reveal  the  leisure  behavior  patterns  which 
have  considerable  importance  in  developing  a  comprehensive  plan. 

To  determine  facilities  used  in  and  near  Lewistown  the  questionnaire 
offered  a  list  of  facilities  which  the  adult  and  youth  were  to  rank.   In 
descending  rank  order  of  use:

Adults,  in  response  to  a  direct  question,  indicated  the  need  to 
build  a  swimming  pool  in  Lewistown.   The  favorable  "yes  vote"  was  1^49 
(75.6^)  against  26  (13.1^»)  unfavorable.   About  22  (11^)  did  not  answer 
the  question.   The  majority  of  adults  indicated  willingness  to  increase 
their  tax  to  provide  a  swimming  pool.  About  60  percent  of  the  adults 
are  willing  to  increase  their  tax,  whereas  28/S  are  not. 

An  outdoor  swimming  pool  should  be  built  in  conjunction  with 
Lewistown  Community  High  School.   If  the  School  Board  does  not  desire 
to  have  a  swimming  pool  built  on  its  property,  the  Park  Board 
should  proceed  with  plans  to  build  an  outdoor  swim  pool  at  another 
desirable  site.  The  outdoor  pool  could  be  covered  at  a  later  date 
if  funds  were  available. 

Natural  Ice  Rink 

The  Lewistown  Park  District  could  provide  nautral  ice  skating 
areas.   An  existing  water  impounded  area  or  a  specially  built  flooded 
retention  basin  could  serve  as  an  ice  skating  area.  Park  District 
representatives  should  observe  another  district's  ice  making  operation 
before  attempting  to  provide  an  ice  skating  rink.

In  the  Leisure  Attitude,  Interest,  and  Behavior  Survey  results, 
teenage  programming  and  facility  were  strongly  requested  by  both 
the  adults  and  the  youth.   Both  the  adults  and  youth  feel  that  a 
teen  center  with  extensive  programming  opportunities  is  a  most 
needed  facility  in  Lewistown.   A  teen  center  could  be  located  in 
the  high  school  or  central  business  district  area.   A  teen  center 
need  not  be  a  separate  structure.   The  teen  center  should  be 
designed  in  a  way  that  the  interior  furnishings  and  program  could 
be  changed  as  the  fashion  and  the  culture  of  youth  change.   The 
teen  center  should  be  designed  for  the  grades  9-12  and  should  be 
programmed  as  such. 
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Theater 

Residents  of  Lewistown  indicated  that  a  cominercial  movie 
theater  would  be  very  desirable.   Both  youth  and  adults  requested 
some  type  of  movie  theater  as  a  needed  facility.   The  Park 
District  in  cooperation  with  the  schools  could  provide  movies 
for  the  children  and  teenage  groups  in  the  schools  and  high  school 
auditorium.   Lewistown  commercial  movie  theaters  have  closed  down. 
There  is  no  movie  program  in  Lewistown.   A  Friday  night, 
Saturday,  and  Sunday  16mm  film  program  could  be  feasible  and 
its  self-sustaining  nature  would  require  no  expense  to  the 
school  or  park  district. 
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CHAPTER  III 

RECREATION  PROGRAM  ANALYSIS 

INTRODUCTION 

Provision  of  recreation  programs  by  the  Lewistown  Township  Park 
District  to  its  residents  is  a  legal  responsibility.   According 
to  the  organizing  referendum  under  Illinois  State  Statutes, 
Chapter  105...,  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  is  authorized 
and  does  levy  for  the  provision  of  recreation  programs. 

Normally,  park  and  recreation  plans  have  dealt  mainly  with 
areas  and  facilities.   Specific  recreation  programs  were  included 
if  the  program  complemented  existing  or  proposed  facilities. 
Presently,  and  with  increasing  emphasis,  recreation  program 
analysis  is  included  as  a  major  section  of  a  park  and  recreation 
plan. 

Since  it  is  impossible  for  any  park  district  to  provide  all  the 
park  and  recreation  areas  and  facilities,  it  is  equally  impossible 
for  any  park  district  to  provide  all  the  recreation  programs  and 
leadership  in  the  district.   Similar  to  joint  use  of  areas  and 
facilities  by  all  agencies  and  individuals  of  a  community  to 
minimize  duplication,  the  concept  that  recreation  programs  should 
be  co-sponsored  or  coordinated  within  a  service  or  planning  area 
is  emphasized. 

The  organization  of  this  chapter  is  divided  conceptually  into  the 

following: 

1.   A  listing  of  recreation  program  services  offered  by 

municipal  agencies,  schools,  primary  recreation  community 
organizations,  secondary  recreation  community  organizations, 
and  commercial  enterprises; 
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2.  A  listing  of  potential  recreation  programs  showing  type 
of  programs  by  user  group,  expressed  demand  for  programs, 
and  methods  of  initiating  programs;  and 

3.  A  recreation  program  analysis  summary  with  reference  to 
suggestions  for  providing  recreation  programs. 

Classification  of  Recreation  Program  Services 

The  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  community  has  been  divided 
geographically  into  planning  units  for  area  and  facility  analysis 
and  recommendations.   In  a  similar  manner  the  program  opportunities 
can  be  divided  into  six  classifications. 

,1.   Physical  -  includes  both  indoor  and  outdoor  sports  and 
athletics,  ranging  from  individual  and  dual  sports  such 
as  swimming  and  tennis  to  teeun  sports  like  baseball  and 
basketball. 

2.  Cultural  -  includes  interests  and  opportunities  in  music, 
art,  drama,  and  dance. 

3.  Social  -  includes  those  activities  in  which  the  social 
experience  is  the  primary  motivation  and  objective  and 
activity  is  secondary.   Examples  are  picnics,  banquets, 
parties,  game  nights,  and  dances. 

4.  Natural  -  includes  outdoor  recreation  activities  such 
as  camping,  boating,  hunting,  fishing,  conservation 
education,  and  other  activities  which  are  nature  oriented. 

5.  Mental  -  includes  interests  and  opportunities  which  are 
primarily  intellectual  or  require  the  exercise  of  the 

mind  and  reasoning  power.   Certainly  all  activities  require 
some  mental  effort;  however,  those  which  by  their  very 
nature  are  primarily  mental  and  which  do  not  fit  the 
other  classifications  are  placed  in  this  category.   Examples 
are  reading,  linguistic  study,  games  such  as  chess,  and 
hobby  activities  such  as  coin  and  stamp  collecting. 


y 
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6.   Service  -  includes  activities  in  which  the  recreation 

interaction  media  are  designed  for  therapeutic  treatment 
of  the  individual.   Examples  are  programs  for  the  juvenile 
delinquent,  for  the  ill  and  handicapped,  and  for 
disadvantaged  groups.   For  example,  in  a  recent  Illinois 
survey,  21  of  130  responding  agencies  operate  programs 
specifically  designed  for  the  ill  and  handicapped. 

Certainly  there  are  activities  which  could  theoretically  be 
classified  under  several  categories,  but  for  the  purpose  of 
this  analysis  these  classifications  are  quite  useful.   Future 
recreation  research  will  hopefully  allow  activities  to  be 
classified  according  to  effect  on  participant  rather  than 
participant  input. 

Existing  Program  Services 

The  recreation  programs  inventoried  and  analyzed  in  this  section 
are  offered  to  the  community  by  (1)  municipal  agencies  (other  than 
the  Lewistown  Township  Park  District) ,  (2)  school  districts,  (3) 
primary  and  secondary  recreation  community  agencies,  and  (4) 
commercial  agencies. 

Municipal 

The  municipal  agencies  include  the  City  of  Lewistown,  Lewistown 
Township,  and  Lewistown  Public  Library.   At  present,  the  City  of 
Lewistown  and  Lewistown  Township  are  not  actively  engaged  as  a 
governmental  unit  in  the  provision  of  recreation  programs. 

In  addition  to  library  material  circulation  the  Lewistown  Public 
Library  provides  the  following  activities: 

1.  Summer  story  hour  for  young  children. 

2.  Meeting  room  for  groups. 
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School  Districts 

The  school  districts  included  are  School  District  No.  141  and  High 
School  District  No.  341.   School  District  No.  141  operates  McNally 
Elementary  and  Central  Junior  High  School.   School  Districts  No. 
141  and  341  and  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  have  established 
excellent  working  relations.   In  Appendix  C,  guidelines  for  Park- 
School  cooperation  are  provided  in  the  hopes  that  this  initial 
cooperation  will  solidify  and  grow. 

High  School  District  No.  341  operates  Lewistown  Township  High  School 
in  the  Park  District  service  area.   Lewistown  Community  High  School 
should  be  used  as  a  "Community  Recreation  Center"  during  non-school 
hours.   All  potential  recreation  programs  desired  by  Lewistown  residents 
could  be  conducted  in  the  Lewistown  Community  High  School. 


Primary  Recreation  Organizations 


Most  community  organizations  providing  services  in  Lewistown  Township 
Park  District  were  surveyed.   The  organizations  which  provide 
recreation  programs  will  be  referred  to  in  this  report  as  "primary 
recreation  organizations."  They  include: 


1.  Tourist  Club 

2.  Little  League  Baseball  Club 

3.  Coachmens  Club 

4.  Saddle  Club 

5.  Boy  Scouts 

6.  Girl  Scouts 
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Basic  data  about  the  organizations  are  contained  in  Table  12.   A 
listing  of  recreation  prograuns  offered  by  the  organizations  is 
contained  in  Table  13.   The  data  in  these  tables  are  the  responses 
of  the  organizations.   These  organizations  may  not  interpret  their 
programs  as  recreation.

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Levistovn  Tovnship  Park  District  Recreation  Programs 

The  Levistovn  Tovnship  Park  District  because  of  its  short  duration  has  not 
heen  able  to  develop  a  recreation  program.  Levistovn  Tovnship  residents 
were  quite  dissatisfied  vith  the  community's  recreation  program 
opportxinities ,  but  they  indicated  in  the  Leisvire  Attitude,  Interest  and 
Behavior  Survey  that  they  wanted  an  expansion  in  the  total  recreation 
program. 

Expressed  Recreation  Program  Desires 

About  half  of  the  data  collected  in  the  Leisure  Attitude,  Interest  and 
Behavior  Survey  concerned  the  community's  recreation  program  opportunity. 
Considerable  insight  vas  obtained  into  the  present  participation  of 
Levistovn  Tovnship  residents  in  leisure  activities.  Much  of  the 
information  obtained  vill  be  applied  to  the  scheduling,  publicity,  and 
content  of  the  Park  District  recreation  program. 

Several  interesting  aspects  of  leisure  time  use  in  Levistovn  Township 
provide  important  planning  concepts  for  this  plan.  The  major  reasons  for 
adult  non-participation  in  recreation  activities  vere  that  they  did  not 
know  how  or  that  the  activity  was  not  available.  Both  of  these  reasons 
for  non-participation  can  be  lessened  by  increasing  the  program  scope 
to  include  both  instruction  in  skills  and  participation  opportunity. 

Forty-nine  per  cent  {h9%)   of  the  adults  indicated  that  they  spend  most 
of  their  free  time  inside  Lewistown.  About  kl%   of  the  youth  spend  most 
of  their  free  time  in  Lewistown. 

Participation  in  leisure  activities  was  determined  for  two  groups 
of  activities.   Some  required  estimates  of  the  nvunber  of  days,  in  a 
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30-day  period,  in  which  the  respondent  participated.  Another  group  of 
activities  called  for  participation  estimates  "based  on  the  nvmber  of 
days  in  one  year. 

Rank  orders  of  each  group  of  activities  have  been  made  using  the  mean 
or  average  participation.  For  those  activities  in  the  30-day  group 
see  Tables  16  and  17,   and  for  those  in  the  yearly  estimate  group 
see  Table  18.

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The  final  question  in  the  leisure  "behavior  section  was  concerned  with 
determining  what  activities  people  do  which  were  not  listed.  Several 
respondents  listed  in  this  open-ended  question  a  number  of  activities 
which  had  already  been  covered.  However,  some  new  activities  came  to 
light.

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Only  kl   youths  answered  this  question  with  from  1  to  12  individuals 
listing  the  above  activities. 

Eighty  percent  of  the  youth  indicated  they  were  allowed  out  in  the 
evenings  during  the  week  eind  90.3^  said  they  were  allowed  to  attend 
house  parties.  However,  only  ^^.1%   indicated  they  gave  house 
parties. 

Attitudes  and  Opinions 

A  considerable  number  of  questions  were  asked  to  elicit  attitudes 
concerning  general  satisfactions  with  parks  and  recreation,  park 
district  operations,  fiscal  policies,  etc.  Opportunity  was  also 
given  for  respondents  to  express  themselves  regarding  needed 
activities,  facilities,  programs  and  improvements.  Various  additional 
opinions  were  sought  from  the  youth  sample. 

Figures  14  through  18  cover  the  opinion  questions  which  were  tabulated 
on  two  scales.   One  scale  proceeded  from  "completely  disagree"  to 
"completely  agree"  with  two  intermediary  points  (U  point  scale). 
The  second  was  a  response  on  a  dichotomous  (2  point)  scale  of  "true" 
or  "not  true."  Through  the  use  of  means  (averages)  the  two  different 
scales  cein  be  compsired  directly.  Means  failing  above  this  midpoint 
indicate  a  positive  relationship.  Means  below  this  midpoint  are 
negative.  The  degree  of  positive  or  negative  response  increases  toward 
either  end  of  the  bar  figure. 

Figure  14  is  a  comparison  of  several  questions  related  to  general 
satisfaction  with  the  parks  and  recreation  opportunities  in  Lewistown. 
All  adult  responses  were  with  the  exception  of  the  question  on 
indoor  space.  Youth  responses,  on  the  other  hand/ were  predominantly 
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negative.  Only  the  questions  on  outdoor  space  and  beauty  of  the  parks 
and  playgroimd  received  positive  responses  eind  the  latter  was  close 
to  noncommittal.  The  overall  question  on  satisfaction  received  a 
50/50  split  in  the  youth  sample.

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In  Figure  15  there  is  a  comparison  of  opinions  on  some  very  specific 
park  district  operations.  Only  one  of  these  questions  appeared  on 
the  youth  questionnaire  and  as  usual  there  is  a  considerable  gap

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Opinions  and  attitudes  to  governmental  responsibility  and  various 

aspects  of  fiscal  policy  are  shown  in  Figure  16.   They  are  arranged 
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in  descending  order  of  agreement.  A  very  high  positive  response 
was  given  to  the  question  concerning  local  government  provision 
of  facilities.   Somewhat  less  positive  were  the  other  responses  down 
to  the  lowest,  but  still  positive,  response  on  willingness  to  pay- 
taxes  for  the  provision  of  facilities.

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Several  miscellaneous  opinion  questions  are  ccrapared  for  both  adults 
and  youth  in  Figure  17.   There  is  a  definite  inverse  relationship

Both  adults  and  youth  indicate 
emphatically  a  preference  for  active  uses  of  leisure.

If  people  prefer  an  active  leisure  and  list  primarily  active  interests, 

vhy  do  they  not  participate  in  those  activities?  Table  20  lists  the 

top  three  reasons  given  by  adults  and  the  top  three  by  youth.  Two 

reasons  stand  out,  lack  of  opportiinity  and  lack  of  ability.  Both 

of  these  reasons  can  be  alleviated  by  broader  programs  including  instruction 
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in  skills.  The  third  reason  offered  by  adults  of  not  enough  time  is 
a  personal  problem  but  usually  indicates  a  lack  of  sufficient  interest 
in  the  activity  to  give  it  some  priority.

Additional  information  concerning  recreation  programs  was  gathered 
in  the  Leisure  Attitude,  Interest  and  Behavior  Survey.   However,  complete 
presentation  of  the  data  gathered  would  be  too  lengthy.  Volume  II  of 
this  report  contains  the  complete  data  tables. 

Advisory  Committees 

As  important  as  the  types  of  program  to  be  offered  is  the  method 

by  which  the  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  and  its  staff  institute 

the  programs.  There  are  two  major  methods  of  initiating  programs 

which  are  important  enough  to  be  introduced  in  this  master  plan  euialysis. 

The  use  of  an  advisory  committee  (s)  for  all  program  planning  should  be 

established  by  the  Lewistown  Park  District.  The  Park  District  should 
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also  establish  a  teenage  program  advisory  committee.   The  prop;ram 
committee  (s)  should  he  concerned  about  the  major  recreation  programs 
within  the  community.   The  program  advisory  committee  (s')  responsibility 
could  be  divided  into  school-recreation  program  activities,  teenage 
program  activities,  and  adult  program  activities.  Each  of  the  program 
planning  committee  (s)  should  consist  of  individuals  from  public,  semi- 
public,  and  private  agencies  which  offer,  conduct,  or  sponsor  recreation 
programs . 

If  the  Park  District  acted  upon  the  recommendation  of  providing  a 
teenage  center  in  a  school  building,  a  teensige  program  planning  advisory 
conmittee,  composed  of  both  adults  and  teenagers,  should  be  established 
to  guide  the  Board  in  its  decisions  as  to  the  type  of  organization 
leadership,  and  programs  to  be  offered. 

Park-School  Cooperation 

The  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  should  immediately  initiate  a 
park-school  agreement  in  cooperation  with  both  School  District 
No.  lUl  and  School  District  No.  3^1.  The  three  agencies  are  presently 
cooperating  and  many  school-recreation  programs  could  be  conducted. 
However,  with  the  volume  of  recreation  programs  desired  by  the  residents 
of  Lewistown,  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  Park  District  to  provide  all 
the  programs  because  of  lack  of  space.   School  buildings  are  presently 
located  in  each  neighborhood  area  and  could  be  used  from  after  school 
to  late  in  the  evening  hours  to  provide  the  necessary  recreation  programs. 
A  park-school  agreement  would  open  the  schools  from  iramediately 
after  the  formal  education  period  has  ended  and  take  programs  late  into 
the  evening.   Programs  for  both  youth  and  adults  are  included  in  a 
park-school  concept.   Since  the  Park  District  is  a  legal  taxing  body 
and  does  tax  for  recreation  programs,  it  would  be  logical  that  the  Park 
District  woiild  be  the  prime  functionary  in  providing  recreation  programs 
within  the  commvmity. 
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Park-School  Cooperation  Philosophy 

Schools,  parks  and  recreation  programs  result  from  the  American 
public's  desire  for  educational  and  recreational  facilities  and 
opportunities.   Increased  urban  growth,  coupled  with  increasing 
population  pressures,  is  leading  to  intensified  demands  on  public  park, 
recreation  and  school  agencies  for  an  increasing  variety  of  facilities 
and  services.   The  need  to  design  and  use  the  facilities  of  these 
agencies  for  the  greatest  public  good  is  heightened  by  the  heavy 
demands  on  tax  dollars  available  for  these  purposes. 

School,  recreation  and  park  authorities  throughout  the  country  are 
exploring  ways  and  means  of  working  cooperatively  for  mutual  advantage 
and  increased  service  to  the  communities  they  serve.   Through  joint 
efforts,  each  agency  can  contribute  to  greater  public  service  without 
giving  up  its  identity  or  any  of  its  legitimate  responsibilities. 

It  is  desirable  that  a  working  relationship,  as  expressed  in  a  written 
joint  agreement,  be  established  before  either  the  park,  recreation  or 
school  agency  makes  extensive  use  of  the  other's  resources.   Failure 
to  establish  such  a  working  relationship  may  result  in  misuse  or 
misunderstandings  concerning  the  use  of  the  facilities.   Unfortunate 
occurrences  of  this  nature  have,  in  some  communities,  hindered  the 
provision  of  programs  and  services  which  make  the  best  possible  use 
of  public  facilities. 

A  park,  school  and  recreation  agreement  should  provide  a  sound 
arrangement  for  cooperative  planning  and  action  and  should  include 
the  following  elements: 

(a)   a  declaration  of  intent  by  all  boards  concerned  to  accept 
cooperative  responsibility  in  the  provision  of  such  areas, 
facilities  and  supervision  as  may  be  required  to  meet  the 
recreational  needs  of  the  constituency,  consistent  with  the 
authority  granted  to  each  through  enabling  state  legislation; 
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(b)  agreement  by  the  School  District  that  its  areas  and  facilities 
may  be  considered  available  for  recreation  uses  by  citizens 
within  such  limitations  as  may  have  to  be  placed  upon 

their  use  by  reason  of  the  suitability  of  the  area  or 
facility  involved,  and  prior  claims  of  established  or  planned 
school  activities,  or  by  reason  of  other  logical  considerations; 

(c)  agreement  by  the  Park  and  Recreation  Boards  that  their 
areas  and  facilities  may  be  considered  available  to  the 
School  District  under  conditions  corresponding  to  those 
set  forth  above  for  the  use  of  school  property; 

(d)  in  view  of  the  recognition  of  the  cooperative  responsibility 
of  the  respective  boards  to  render  the  largest  possible 
recreation  service  to  the  citizens  of  the  community,  each 
board  should  express  its  willingness  to  g^^ant  the  other 

the  use  of  its  facilities  and  areas  generally  in  preference 
to  non-public  agencies,  consistent  with  such  rules  and 
exceptions  as  may  be  considered  necessary  and  desirable; 

(e)  land  acquisition  policies  should  be  set  forth  with  due 
consideration  for  location,  size,  influence  area,  site 
design  and  development  cost.   Site  acquisition  should  precede, 
wherever  possible,  the  urban  development  of  the  area  it 

is  to  serve; 

(f)  agreement  concerning  responsibility  for  area  and  facility 
design  and  development  in  keeping  with  the  principle  that 
in  general  the  Park  Board  is  better  equipped  to  develop 
recreation  areas  and  facilities,  and  the  School  Districts 
are  better  equipped  to  construct  educational  facilities; 

(g)  agreement  concerning  responsibility  for  maintenance  in  keeping 
with  the  principle  that  in  general  the  Park  Board  is  better 
equipped  to  maintain  outdoor  areas  and  facilities,  and  the  School 
District  is  better  equipped  to  maintain  its  own  indoor  facilities; 
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(h)   supervision  responsibility  agreement  in  keeping  with  the 

principle  that  in  general,  when  one  agency  uses  the  other's 
facility,  it  shall  accept  lull  responsibility  for  the 
provision  of  qualified  supervision  over  the  activity  and 
responsibility  for  any  damages  resulting  from  the  use 
of  the  facility  other  than  normal  wear  and  teair;  and, 

(1)   cost  sharing  agreement,  which  should  be  determined,  whenever 
possible,  on  the  basis  of  exchange  of  services  and  privileges 
rather  than  on  the  basis  of  cross-billing  for  services  and 
privileges. 


ALLOCATION  OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  FACILITIES  FOR  RECREATION  PURPOSES 

The  most  desirable  way  to  allocate  facilities  is  to  establish  a  policy 
and  to  make  this  policy  known  to  prospective  users  of  the  facility. 
Policy  considerations  should  include  the  following: 

(a)  a  listing  of  facilities  which  may  be  used  for  recreational 
purposes; 

(b)  a  description  of  each  facility  and  the  purposes  for  which 
it  is  suitable; 

(c)  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  use  of  the  facility; 

(d)  cost  for  the  use  of  the  facility;  and 

(e)  method  of  deciding  priority  of  allocation.   This  should 
be  clearly  stated  in  order  to  avoid  misunderstanding  and 
conflict. 

Groups  seeking  permits  for  the  use  of  Board  of  Education,  physical 
education  and  classroom  or  auditorium  facilities  should  be  recognized 
on  a  priority  basis  such  as  the  one  indicated  below. 
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SUGGESTED  PRIORITIES  FOR  ISSUING  PERMITS 

1.  Local  Schools 

Each  school  should  have  the  full  use  of  its  own  facilities  during 
the  regular  school  day  and  until  6:00  p.m.  except  as  noted  later 
in  this  paragraph.   Following  this  hour,  the  facility  should  be 
considered  open  for  permit  requests  on  a  "city-wide"  basis,  with 
requests  from  the  local  schools  being  honored  first.   Each  school 
desiring  the  evening  use  of  physical  education  or  other  facilities 
should  anticipate  its  needs  for  one  semester  in  advance.   Lists 
of  these  anticipated  needs  should  be  sent  to  the  central  school 
district  office  for  the  first  semester  by  October  1,  and  for 
the  second  semester  by  January  1.   No  requests  need  be  made 
for  the  school's  own  facilities  before  6:00  p.m.  except  when  it 
is  necessary  for  that  school  to  share  its  facilities  with  another 
school.   Under  such  conditions,  the  facilities  should  be  considered 
as  city-wide. 

2.  Other  Schools 

The  requests  of  other  schools  for  recreational  activities  should 
be  honored  ahead  of  those  of  outside  groups.   The  lists  of  the 
anticipated  needs  of  all  schools  submitted  to  the  central  office 
should  be  used  in  assigning  permit  times  of  the  various  schools 
to  the  facilities  available. 

3.  Public  School  Recreation  Activities 

In  addition  to  the  physical  education  or  the  athletic  use  of 
school  plants  by  the  public  schools,  schools  occasionally  wish 
to  schedule  other  recreational  activities.   It  is  understood 
that  small  group  dances  and  parties  and  other  recreation  activities 
involving  small  numbers  should  be  scheduled  wherever  possible 
in  smaller  rooms  in  order  that  the  main  gymnasium  rooms  may  be 
kept  available  for  those  recreation  programs  requiring  the  larger 
space.   If,  however,  a  large  school  dance  is  to  be  sponsored  for 
a  school  having  a  gymnasium  or  by  a  public  school  wishing  to  use 
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another  school's  gymnasium,  the  large  gymnasium  rooms  should  be 
made  available  on  a  permit  basis. 

4.  Recreation  Board 

When  the  needs  of  the  schools  (including  P.T.A.  groups)  have  been 
met,  the  requests  of  the  Recreation  Board  for  facilities  for  their 
use  in  promoting  community  recreation  programs  should  be  recognized 
first  for  the  remaining  time. 

5.  Other  Recreation  Groups 

After  the  Recreation  Department  has  set  up  its  program  of  activities 
in  such  a  manner  that  time  to  be  consumed  in  the  facility  is 
definite,  the  requests  of  other  individuals  and  organizations 
should  be  considered  with  preference  given  to  those  requests 
involving  activities  of  a  recreational  nature. 

6.  Other  Non-Recreation  Groups 

The  requests  of  other  miscellaneous  community  groups  and  organizations 
conducting  activities  not  related  to  recreation  should  be  honored 
if  there  is  remaining  time  and  the  activities  are  appropriate  for 
the  facility  requested. 


ALLOCATION  OF  PARK  FACILITIES  FOR  RECREATION  PURPOSES 

The  same  policy  considerations  outlined  above  should  determine  the 
method  of  allocating  and  programming  Park  District  facilities.   The 
Recreation  Board  should  be  given  first  priority  in  programming  park 
facilities,  and  school  requirements  should  be  given  preference  to  other 
non-public  agencies  in  use  of  Park  District  facilities,  consistent 
with  such  rules  and  exceptions  as  may  be  considered  desirable. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  central  school  district  office  should  prepare  the  necessary 
bulletins  and  application  forms  to  be  issued  to  the  various  groups 
seeking  permits  to  use  school  facilities. 

The  Park  District  office  should  prepare  the  necessary  bulletins  and 
application  forms  to  be  issued  to  the  various  groups  seeking  permits 
to  use  park  facilities,  except  in  those  instances  where  the  Recreation 
Board  may  be  given  full  programming  authorization  by  the  Park  District. 
In  such  instances,  the  necessary  forms  and  bulletins  should  be  prepared 
and  issued  by  the  Recreation  Board. 


CHAPTER  IV 

FINANCIAL  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE  ANALYSIS 

MANAGING  AUTHORITY 

The  park  district  is  an  autonomous  governmental  agency,  responsible 
directly  to  the  people  through  the  election  and  referendum  process. 
The  district  receives  its  operating  authority  from  the  Illinois  Park 
District  Code  (Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  Chapter  105,  Section  1-13). 
Through  the  Code,  the  park  district  is  empowered  to  levy  taxes  within 
specified  limits,  acquire  and  develop  parks,  build  and  operate 
recreation  facilities,  and  conduct  recreational  programs.  The 
Lewistown  Township  Park  District,  however,  is  empowered  to  levy  and 
collect  a  tax  "...for  the  purpose  of  planning,  establishing,  ajid 
maintaining  recreational  programs..." 

The  park  district  must  work  cooperatively  with  other  local  governmental 
bodies  in  order  to  perform  its  functions  effectively.  These  include  the 
City  Officials,  the  County  Plan  Commission,  the  Boards  of  School 
Districts,  the  Covinty  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  surrounding 
state  park  directors. 

Major  Problems  of  Concern 

As  indicated  earlier  in  the  report ,  Lewistown  Township  may  have  some 
population  growth  in  the  foreseeable  future.   Certainly  as  the  community 
develops,  new  demands  for  recreation  services  will  be  generated, 
resulting  in  the  need  for  more  park  land  and  recreation  facilities, 
expanded  program  opportunities,  and  professional  staff.  Today,  lack  of 
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a  strong  tax  base,  community  agency  cooperation,  personnel,  finance, 
and  capital  expenditures  are  the  major  areas  of  concern  facing  the 
Lewistown  Township  Park  District. 

Community  Agency  Cooperation 

Lewistown  Township  Park  District  should  develop  working  relationships 
with  other  community  agencies.   Expansion  of  recreation  opportunities 
will  require  increased  cooperation  between  all  Lewistown  Township 
agencies . 

The  success  of  a  park-school  agreement  recommended  in  the  Recreation 
Program  Analysis  section  of  this  report  depends  heavily  on  a 
strengthened  spirit  of  cooperation  between  the  Park  District  and  the 
School  Districts.   Occasionally,  the  elected  boards  of  the  agencies 
should  meet  Jointly.   The  chief  executive  of  each  agency  should 
cooperate  in  administering  the  coordinated  program.   Also,  both 
agencies'  personnel  should  work  cooperatively  under  guidelines 
established  by  the  elected  boards  and  chief  executives.   Difficulties 
of  conducting  a  consolidated  effort  are  encountered  when  the  prograjn 
guidelines  are  not  established  at  each  operating  level. 

A  county -wide  park  system  could  assist  in  serving  local  needs.   For 
example,  such  a  system  would  be  a  strong  force  in  encouraging  development 
of  psLTks  in  the  county.   The  strip  mine  lands,  Indian  Mounds,  Illinois 
River  Valley  and  other  forested  areas' potential  should  be  developed. 
Recreation  and  tourism  could  be  a  major  industry  in  Fulton  County. 
However,  a  strong, well-coordinated  effort  by  local  citizens  is  needed 
to  develop  Fulton  County. 
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Personnel 

The  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  does  not  have  any  employed 
personnel.   Maintenance  work  in  the  park  has  been  done  by  volunteers 
or  Bo6Lrd  members.   Last  August  the  Board  finally  had  to  hire  out 
some  paxk  maintenance  work. 

The  Lewistown  Township  Park  District,  if  it  develops  the  facilities 
and  programs  recommended  in  this  plan,  will  have  to  hire  personnel. 
A  year-around,  part-time  director  of  parks  and  recreation  would  be 
the  first  person  needed.   An  initial  annual  retainer  salary  of 
$600  might  be  adequate.   A  present  employee  of  one  of  the  two 
school  districts  would  be  a  logical  choice.   He  would  be  able  to 
consider  what  is  in  the  best  interests  of  both  the  park  district 
and  the  school  districts.   This  individual  would  also  have  charge 
of  all  facilities,  programs,  and  administrative  matters.   A  complete 
description  of  an  administrator's  duties  has  been  given  to  the  Board 
of  Park  Commissioners.   Additional  recreation  leaders  should  be 
hired  as  recreation  programs  are  established. 

Major  maintenance  and  park  construction  work  should  be  hired  on  a 
job  basis.   A  landscape  contractor  (possibly  a  high  school  youth) 
could  be  employed  to  cut  grass  and  clean  the  parks.   Installation  of 
baseball  fields  eind  playground  equipment  should  be  contracted  out  or 
done  on  a  hourly  basis.   Basically,  the  Lewistown  Township  Park 
District  should  not  develop  a  large  overhead  of  maintenance  personnel 
and  equipment . 

The  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  should  seek,  periodically,  the 
advice  of  a  practicing  park  and  recreation  professional.   A  periodic 
visit  from  a  neighboring  park  euid  recreation  professional  could 
benefit  the  Board. 
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The  personnel  structure  of  the  Lewistown  Park  District  should  remain 
flexible  to  accommodate  the  dynamic  growth  of  tlie  park  district's 
functions.   A  suggested  organization  chart  to  clearly  establish  the 
limits  of  authority  and  provide  a  guide  for  the  future  growth  of  the 
district  is  contained  in  Figure  18.

FINANCE 


The  Lewistown  Township  Park  District  is  authorized  to  and  should  levy 
the  maximum  tax  rate  of  15  cents  per  $100  on  the  assessed  valuation  of 
the  taxable  property  within  the  Park  District.   The  corporate  tax  rate 
(10  cents  per  $100)  and  the  recreation  tax  rate  (5  cents  per  $100)  comprise 
the  taxing  power  of  the  Park  District.  The  Lewistown  Township  Park  District 
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Board  of  Commissioners  should  in  the  future  levy  by  ordinance  the 
insurance  and  audit  tax  rates  allowable  under  state  law. 


A  total  tax  rate  breakdown  showing  maximum  operating  revenue  is  shown 
in  Table  22.   The  maximum  revenue  on  the  assessed  valuation  is  not 
adequate  to  meet  expanding  program  needs .   As  the  demand  for  parks 
and  recreation  program  exceeds  the  revenue  available  from  tax,  a 
system  of  fees  and  charges  should  be  used  to  cover  the  additional 
expenses.

Bonding  Power 

Certainly,  not  all  of  the  proposed  park  developments  can  be  acquired  by 
grants,  cash  donations,  and  the  like.   The  district  will  need  to  issue 
general  obligation  bonds  to  accomplish  the  recommended  program  for 
facility  development  and  recreation  programs.   A  park  district  is 
authorized  to  obtain  additional  financial  resources  by  issuing  general 
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obligation  bonds.   A  park  district  has  the  power  to  issue  bonds  up  to 
1/2  of  1  percent  of  the  full  fair  cash  value  of  assessed  property 
without  referendum  and  2-1/2  percent  is  possible  with  a 
referendum.   Increasing  the  total  bonding  power  to  5  percent  is 
availcible  upon  the  successful  passage  of  two  referendums,  one  to 
increase  the  rate  to  5  percent  and  a  second  to  authorize  a  specific 
expenditure. 

Bonds  may  be  used  only  for  capital  expenditures-not  operating 
funds .

Table  23  indicates  the  maximum  amount  of  money  that  is  available  from 
general  obligation  bonds.   After  a  successful  referendum,  the 
Lewistown  Park  District  could  issue  $275,000  in  general  obligation 
bonds  for  the  swimming  pool  facility  and  general  park  improvements. 
The  Park  District  has  no  present  obligation  bond  indebtedness. 
Table  24  indicates  the  proposed  general  obligation  bond  redemption 
schedule.

Applications  for  Federal  Grant-in-Aid  funds  for  parks  and  recreation 
should  be  submitted  to  regional  directors  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  and  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation. 
Names  and  addresses  of  these  individuals  have  been  supplied  to  the 
Park  District. 


If  a  swimming  pool  is  built  in  conjunction  with  the  high  school,  a 
detailed  agreement  between  the  Park  District  and  the  School  District 
must  be  enacted.   The  agreement  should  show  clearly  ownership, 
operation  responsibility  and  financial  responsibility.  Appendix  D 
contains  a  sample  park-school  agreement.   In  the  sample  agreement 
the  high  school  owned  and  had  built  the  swim  pool.   The  Park 
District  used  the  pool  on  a  fee  basis. 
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Gifts  and  Donations 

Lewistown  Township  Park  District  residents  have  donated  and  hequeathed 
money  for  several  public  and  religious  construction  and  renovation 
projects.  As  the  park  district  begins  to  develop  park  and  recreation 
facilities,  selected  residents  should  be  asked  if  they  wish  to 
financially  assist  the  project.  Also,  many  individuals  and  business 
concerns  should  be  asked  to  donate  materials  and  labor  for  major 
facility  development.

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CURRENT  PRACTICES  IN  PARK  SYSTEM  DEVELOPMENT 
Guidelines  for  Community  Park  and  Recreation  Development 

The  development  of  a  community's  park  and  recreation  system  should 
be  based  upon  several  important  principles.   The  principles  listed 
below  reflect  the  previous  experience  of  communities  in  the  planning 
and  provision  of  park  and  recreation  services.   They  are  commonly 
accepted  as  authoritative  guidelines  for  action. 

1.  Park  and  recreation  opportunities  should  be  available  to  all  the 
people  of  the  community,  regardless  of  age,  sex,  creed,  race,  or 
economic  status. 

2.  Recreation  and  park  facilities  and  services  should  be  planned  on 
a  neighborhood,  city-wide,  and  regional  basis  as  related  parts 
of  a  unified,  well-balanced  system,  in  order  to  insure  maximum 
opportunities  for  all  the  people. 

3.  Park  and  recreation  lands  should  be  acquired  even  if  the  limited 
financial  resources  of  the  park  and  recreation  agency  oblige  it 
to  delay  complete  development. 

4.  The  park  and  recreation  plan  must  consider  the  requirements  for 
and  the  costs  of  management,  leadership  and  maintenance,  as  well 
as  the  community's  ability  to  pay  for  them. 

5.  Appearance  and  utility  should  complement  each  other  in  park  and 
recreation  areas  and  facilities. 

Factors  Influencing  the  Use  of  Parks 

The  factors  listed  below  are  those  which  determine  the  usefulness  of 
parks  as  recreation  areas: 

1.  The  distance  from  the  home  to  the  park 

2.  The  size  of  the  park 

3.  The  amount  and  type  of  recreation  facilities 

4.  "Die  attractiveness  of  the  park 
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5.  The  opportunities  for  both  organized  recreation  activity,  guided  by 
qualified  leaders,  and  informal  activity  through  individual  or  group 
initiative. 

6.  The  effectiveness  of  behavior  control  within  the  park 

7.  The  efficiency  of  the  park  maintenance  operation 

8.  The  provision  of  personal  conveniences,  such  as  rest  areas,  public 
toilets,  water  fountains,  and  the  like. 

These  factors  indicate  the  need  for  a  well-distributed  system  of  parks, 
enabling  each  resident  of  the  district  to  have  convenient  access  to  a 
variety  of  facilities,  and  the  provision  of  attractive  green  areas 
throughout  the  district  for  beautif ication  of  residential  and  commercial 
areas. 

Park  Categories 

To  provide  for  effective  distribution  with  reasonable  economy,  the  park 
system  is  planned  according  to  functional  park  categories.   Some  parks, 
therefore,  are  designed  to  serve  a  neighborhood  while  others  serve  the 
community  as  a  whole. 

The  categories  described  below  include  the  Neighborhood  Park,  the  Play lot, 
the  Community  Park,  the  District-Wide  Park,  and  the  County  Forest  Preserve 
District. 

Neighborhood  Park 

1.   Service 

A  neighborhood  park  outfitted  with  suitable  areas  and  facilities 
should  be  within  walking  distance  of  every  home.   The  effective 
service  radius  of  a  neighborhood  park  is  generally  from  one-quarter 
to  one-half  mile  unless  restrictive  traffic  hazards  or  other  physical 
boundaries  reduce  the  park's  service  area. 
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Development 

Desirable  facilities  for  a  neighborhood  park  Include: 

a.  Landscaped  park  areas  for  passive  recreation,  nature  study 
and  enhanced  appearance. 

b.  Shelter  buildings  with  games  room,  meeting  room,  storage 

and  toilet  facilities,  small  kitchen,  or  access  to  comparable 
facilities  in  an  elementary  school  building 

c.  Grassed  open  area  for  informal  games 

d.  Baseball  and  softball  diamonds  or  dual  purpose  diamond 

e.  Multi-purpose  all-weather  area  with  marked  courts,  games 
standards  and  basketball  goals,  night-lighted  for  play  of 
older  children 

f.  Play lot  for  pre-school  children  including  a  rest  area  for  mothers 

g.  Suitable  play  apparatus  for  older  children 
h.   Spray  basin  or  other  safe  water-play  device 
i.   Borders,  buffer  strips,  and  paths 

j.   Family  picnic  area 
k.   Off-street  parking 

Location 

It  is  important  that  the  neighborhood  park  be  centrally  located  so 

that  children  do  not  have  to  cross  major  street,  highway,  business, 

or  industrial  areas  to  get  to  it  from  their  homes.   In  some  circumstances, 


where  heavy  traffic  conditions  or  other  hazards  exist,  it  may  be 
very  desirable  to  provide  additional  small  play  areas,  called 
playlots,  in  sub-neighborhoods . 


Playlots 

A  playlot,  often  called  a  totlot,  generally  is  a  small  play  area  for 
children  six  years  of  age  and  under,  but  in  some  cases  it  also  provides 
facilities  for  elementary  school  ages.   The  size  of  a  playlot  may  range 
from  3,000  to  10,000  square  feet.   Desirable  facilities  include: 

1.  Landscaping  for  beautif ication  and  separation  of  areas 

2.  Open  shelter  building 

3.  Sand  box 
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4.  Slides--swing 

5.  Climbing  apparatus 

6.  Spray  pool  or  other  safe  water-play  device 

7.  Drinking  fountain 

8.  Benches 

9.  Fencing 

The  design  of  a  playlot  should  be  geared  toward  promoting  imaginative 
and  creative  play  among  pre-school  children,  and  should  include  shaded 
rest  areas  for  mothers. 

A  parkette  is  also  a  small  parcel  of  land  developed  primarily  for 
aesthetic  purposes  which  might  include  horticultural  displays,  attractive 
green  open  spaces,  opportunities  for  rest,  and  the  like.   Recreation 
facilities  commensurate  with  the  size  and  location  of  the  area  may 
also  be  included. 

Community  Park 

The  community  park  is  designed  to  serve  a  group  of  neighborhoods,  providing 
the  larger  and  more  costly  facilities  which  cannot  be  provided  in  each 
neighborhood.   Where  possible  a  community  park  should  be  located 
adjacent  to  a  high  school  or  junior  high  school. 

Desirable  facilities  of  a  community  park  (or  park-school  complex)  include: 

1.  Landscaped  tree,  shrub,  and  horticultural  units  to  beautify  the  area 

2.  Children's  playlot 

3.  Apparatus  for  older  children 

4.  Paved  multiple-use  areas 

5.  Hard-surfaced  special  game  courts 

6.  Field  for  men's  and  women's  sports 

7.  Lawn  games  areas 

8.  Picnic  areas 

9.  Maintenance  and  storage  facilities 

10.  Other  landscaped  areas,  including  border  and  buffer  strips 

11.  Paths  and  walks 

12.  Parking  Eireas  and  service  road 

13.  School  or  recreation  building 
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District-Wide  Park 

The  district-wide  park  is  a  lar^^e  area  serving  all  the  residents  within 
the  district's  Jurisdiction.   It  should  provide  a  beautiful,  natural 
setting  that  invites  enjoyment  of  both  active  and  passive  recreation 
interests.  Major  recreation  facilities  not  usually  provided  in  smaller 
parks  because  of  cost  or  space  requirements  should  be  included  here. 
Desirable  facilities  for  a  district-wide  park  include  any  one  or  a 
combination  of  the  following: 

1.  Extensive  landscaped  areas  to  beautify  the  entire  park  unit 

2.  Golf  coxirse 

3 .  Woods 

h.  VJinter  sports  center 

5.  Hiking,  riding,  and  cycling  trail  (s) 

6.  Picnic  areas 
T.  Swimming  pool 

8.  Athletic  fields 

9.  Nature  center 

10.  Ornamental  gardens 

11.  Outdoor  theater 

12.  Bandshell 

13 .  Library 

1^+.   Adequate  parking 

The  Lewistown  High  School  site  falls  under  the  district-wide  park 
category. 

The  standards  for  such  psirks  are  flexible.  They  are  dependent  on  the 
need  for  providing  balance  to  the  entire  park  system,  and  function  in 
relation  to  county  forest  preserves. 
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County  Forest  Preserve 

A  county  forest  preserve  is  usually  a  large  land  and  forest  reservation, 
preferably  with  unique  scenic  character.   Such  preserves  are  usually 
located  outside  the  corporate  boundaries  of  cities  and  should  be 
distributed  throughout  the  county.  They  serve  the  following  purposes: 

1.  Preserve  a  portion  of  natural  landscape 

2.  Supplement  the  recreation  facilities  available  in  urban  areas 

3.  Serve  specialized  outdoor  recreation  needs  of  rural  and  urban  people 
alike 

k.     Provide  open  greenbelt  areas  to  serve  as  buffers  between  urbanized  area 

In  Illinois  these  parks  may  be  provided  through  the  Forest  Preserve 
District  Act  or  the  Conservation  District  Act. 

Park  Acreage  Requirements 

Urban  planners  generally  agree  that  there  should  be  a  minimum  allotment 
of  one  acre  of  park  land  for  each  100  of  population  in  the  urban  area. 
Of  this  entire  allotment,  there  should  be  a  minimum  of  one  acre  of 
neighborhood  park  land  for  each  500  people  per  neighborhood,  and  the  balance 
distributed  through  provision  of  community  and  district-wide  parks.   In 
addition,  there  should  be  from  ten  to  fifteen  acres  per  1000  population 
for  county  or  regional  parks. 
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AGREEMENT 

THIS  AGREET-IENT,  entered  into  this  15th  day  of  June,  I96O,  by  and 
between  the  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  OF  TOWNSHIP  HIGH  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  NO.  207, 
Cook  County,  Illinois,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "School  Board", 
and  the  BOARD  OF  PABK  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  DES  PLAINES  PARK  DISTRICT, 
Cook  County,  Illinois,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Park  Board". 

WITNESSETH : 

In  consideration  of  the  undertakings  hereinafter  made,  the  parties 
hereto  agree  as  follows : 

1.  For  the  period  from  June  11  through  August  28,  I96O,  the  School 
Board  will  permit  the  Park  Board  to  run  a  swimming  program  at  the  Maine 
Township  High  School  West.   Public  swimming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Park  Board  will  be  carried  on  from  1  P.M.  to  5  P.M.  on  Mondays  through 
Saturaays  and  from  1  P.M.  to  6  P.M.  on  Sundays  and  in  the  evenings  from 
6:30  P.M.  until  9:30  P.M.,  Sundays  excluded.   Swimming  instruction  classes 
will  be  held  Monday  through  Saturday  from  9  A.M.  to  12  Noon  for  the  period 
from  June  20  through  August  5,  I96O.   In  addition,  the  Community  Swimming 
Group  shall  practice  during  instructional  periods  which  will  be  designated. 
Home  Swimming  Meets,  Dual  Meets  and  Conference  Meets  and  other  competitive 
meets  will  be  held  on  evenings  and  at  other  times  to  be  named  but  shall  not 
continue  beyond  the  9:30  P.M.  closing  time.   The  Park  Board  reserves  the 
right  to  close  early  on  days  when  crowds  are  less  than  fifteen  persons. 

2.  The  School  Board  does  authorize  the  Park  Board  to  use  the 
swimming  pools  and  locker  rooms ,  surrounding  decks  and  entrance  halls , 
for  the  swimming  program.   The  Park  Board  agrees  to  keep  the  participants 
in  the  program  from  the  rest  of  the  school  building  areas. 
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3.   The  swimming  pools  and  locker  rooms  will  be  manned  and  properly 
supervised  by  Park  District  personnel  at  all  times  that  the  pool  is  open 
and  maximum  efforts  will  be  employed  to  provide  outstanding  conditions 
of  safety,  sanitation  and  other  aspects  of  swimming  pool  operations. 
The  control  of  the  persons  using  the  pool  and  the  direction  of  such 
persons  shall  be  solely  and  only  the  responsibility  of  the  Park  Board 
and  shall  not  be  the  responsibility  of  the  School  Board. 

h.      The  High  School  shall  employ  the  services  of  a  pool  maintenance 
man  whose  duty  shall  be  to  maintain  the  filtration,  water  purification, 
swimming  pool  proper  and  locker  room  equipment ,  and  the  pools ,  surrounding 
decks,  locker  room  decks  and  entrance  hallways.   The  Park  District  staff 
will  strive  to  maintain  the  pools  and  surrounding  aecks  and  locker  room 
facilities  to  the  best  of  their  ability  during  public  swimming  hours, 
and  assistance  shall  be  rendered  to  the  maintenance  man  when  time  and 
public  participation  permit  assistance  to  be  rendered.   As  a  part  of  the 
rental,  the  Park  Board  shall  pay  to  the  School  Board  on  a  reimbursement 
basis  the  complete  salary  of  the  pool  maintenance  man  for  his  time  worked 
(including  Illinois  Municipal  Retirement),  which  is  estimated  at  $100.00 
per  week  for  the  12-week  period. 

5.   All  expenses  of  pool  operation  during  the  period  will  be  paid 

by  the  Park  Board.   In  addition,  the  Park  Board  shall  pay  electricity 

bills,  chemical  bills  and  the  water  bill  allocable  to  the  pool  operation. 

These  costs  have  been  estimated  as  follows: 

Electricity  $1,000.00 

Water  $  750.00 

Chemicals  $  750.00 

Fuel  $   10.00  per  day  of  pool  operation 
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6.  Season  swimminf^  pusses  will  be  sold,  good  for  public  swimming 

hours  and  swimming  instructional  classes  at  Maine  West  Pool,  to  any 

resident  of  Maine  Township.   Season  passes  will  be  sold  to  Des  Plaines 

Park  District  residents,  good  at  either  Maine  West  Pool  or  Rand  Park 

Swimming  Pool.   Persons  outside  of  Maine  Township  may  swim  during  public 

swimming  hours  by  paying  the  daily  fee,  as  may  residents. 

Season  pass  rates  are:   Family  $12.50 

Adult   $  6.00 
(High  School 
and  up) 

Child   $  3.00 

Daily  Fee:  Child   $   .50 

Adult   $  1.00 

7.  The  costs  of  repairs  during  the  period  of  use  by  the  Park 
Board  shall  be  borne  by  the  Park  Board  when  caused  by  the  negligence 
of  Park  Employees. 

8.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  Park  District  agrees  to  pay 
to  the  School  Board  the  sum  of  $1,778.00*  as  a  charge  for  the  use  of 
said  pool  during  the  term  hereof. 

9.  On  or  before  June  15,  I960,  the  Park  Board  will  pay  to  the 
School  Board  the  s-um  of  $1,500.00  to  apply  against  the  charges  incurred 
by  the  School  Board  for  which  the  Park  Board  is  to  reimburse  said  School 
Board  and  the  further  sum  of  $1,500.00  on  or  before  July  15,  I960. 
Additional  reimbursements  for  charges  payable  by  the  Park  Board  under  the 
terms  of  this  agreement  will  be  promptly  made  by  the  Park  Board  upon 
submission  of  invoices  from  the  School  Board. 

^Subject  to  downward  revision  if  rate  is  reduced. 
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10.   It  is  the  purpose  of  this  agreement  to  provide  a  Community 
Swimming  Program  of  the  highest  level  to  the  residents.   All  persons 
concerned  shall  strive  to  keep  the  pool  and  surrounding  areas  in 
outstanding  sanitary  condition. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  the  parties  hereto  have,  by  their  duly 
authorized  corporate  officials,  caused  this  agreement  to  be  entered 
into.
